United States has recalled 
its 
ambassador from Ghana, offi­ 
cials said today. 
William P. Mahoney Jr., the 
U.S. envoy to Ghana, was called 
back for 
"consultations,” 
an 
authoritative source said. 
Mahoney’s recall came in the 
wake of anti-American demon­ 
strations in the Ghana capital. 
This diplomatic move does not 
mean suspension of relations 
with Ghana, officials stressed, 
they 
acknowledged, 
however, 
that such a move usually means 
displeasure and that this has 
been made known to the Ghana 
government. 
The United States is keeping 
watch on anti-American devel­ 
opments in Ghana but so far 
has not moved to cut back large 
economic development l o i n 


commitments to that African 
nation. 
Continued tension could easi­ 
ly cloud the future of U.S. maid 
commitments to Ghana. 
The

has 
sharply protested a demonstra­ 
tion at the American Embassy 
in Accra and called it instigat­ 
ed, inspired 
or condoned 
by 
President 
Nkrumah’s 
govern­ 
ment. 
The United States has a com­ 
mitment of $147 million in long­ 
term loans to help build 
the 
Volta River hydroelectric proj­ 
ect and an aluminum smelter 
to be operated by private Amer­ 
ican companies for the Ghana 
government. 
Since the formal agreement 
was reached Dec. 16, 1961, the 
370-foot 
high rock-filled 
dam 
has been half completed. No 
work haa yet been done on the 
smelter.

RUN AWAY WORDS 
Words are powerful weapons 
in bringing about both good and 
evil. 
They can cut and sting. Best 
of all, they can be so formed as 
to instruct and inform, and thus 
bring hope and cheer, as well 
as comfort and reassurance, to 
the human heart. 
The most devasting of words, 
however, are those that run 
away — that climb out in fits 
of anger, disappointment, or 
depression 
of 
mind. 
Among 
gossipers they run out in all 
directions, and scamper away 
to hurt and harm, far beyond 
the imagination to compute. 
We review or call to memory, 
some of the words that we have 
set a journeying, how many of 
them we wish we had never 
sent out! How many of them 
we wish we had kept at home, 
silent and unspoken. 
You can recall commands, in­ 
structions. or decisions, but you 
cannot recall words. They never 
return to the place of their 
birth! That’s the tragedy of run­ 
away words. Words that often 
you would give almost anything 
not to have uttered. Run away 
words often leave a trail of 
hurts, heartaches, and sad re­ 
gret behind. There are times 
when nothing can compensate 
for the ruin that they have 
wrought. 
There is another sad feature 
about run-away words. They are 
forever seeking encouragement 
in their journey. They split up 
and subtle listening ears give 
them a further shove, and they 
are so bandied about that their 
original dress is scarcely the 
same as when they were first 
given life and sent out. 
Words were given to us that 
we might become closer in con­ 
tact, that we might understand 
one another better by them, and 
thus serve the high purpose of 
life itself. They were given 
tone that poets and writers 
might inspire and bring peace 
and 
comfort 
to 
those 
dis­ 
couraged or distraught. They 
were given to us that we might 
enrich our own minds and con­ 
tribute richness to other minds. 
No (me can measure the 
evil or sorrow that a single sen­ 
tence ai run-away words can 
bring about. So sly and cunning 
are some run-away words that 
they often masquerade under 
the banner of truth, thus ac­ 
complishing additional damage. 
You can stop a run-away 
horse — some times —but you 
can’t stop run-away words! You 
can only get out of their way 
ami pray that they come to a 
sudden death.

Terry McDer­ 
mott won the first gold medal 
for the United States by taking 
the 500-meter sprint in Olympic 
record time, beating the 1960 
champion Evgeny Grishin and a 
couple of other Russian favor­ 
ites. 
NORWEGIANS WIN 
On Wednesday a trio of Nor­ 
wegians shut out several more 
Russian skaters in the 5.000-me­ 
ter race. Knut Johannesen won 
in 738 6, followed by Fred An­ 
ton Maier in 742.0. 
All the Norwegians and Rus­ 
sia’s Victor Kosichkin broke the 
Olympic record. The Russian’s 
time of 745.8 gave him no bet­ 
ter than fourth place. 
Kosichkin. like Grishin in the 
500 meter, was the defending 
champion in the 5.000 meter*. 
He finished first to Johannesen’s 
second in the Squaw Valley 
Games. 
Miss Boyarskikh won her sec­ 
ond gold medal Wednesday in 
the five-kilometer (3.1 miles) 
cross country race. She previ­ 
ously won the 10-kilometer (6.2 
miles) cross country'. 
The Russian girl had a time 
of 1750.5. Mirja Lehtonen of 
Finland was second in 17:52.9. 
and Alevtina Kolchina, also of 
Russia, was third in 18:08.4.

SICK STATESMEN 
Forrest*! Suicide Prompts New Book 
Hannah Arendt Analyzes Revolutions

SICK statesmen who continue 
unto death, making irrational, 
deathbed decisions that concern 
all mankind, are a recurring 
theme. 
In that spirit, Dr. Arnold A. 
Flu go w offers a special study of 
the first secretary of the gigan­ 
tic Department of Defense — 
“James Forrestal: A Study of 
Personality Politics md Policy” 
(Macmillan, $6.95). 
This is not a definitive work 
in the ‘‘Ufo and times” tradition 
of biographical 
writing. 
The 
author did not intend that it be 
such. 
Indeed, as a biography the 
book is rather unique in that its 
first chapter is a detailed treat­ 
ment of the subject’s last men­ 
tal illness and his suicide plunge 
from the 16th floor of Bethesda 
Naval Hospital. He was only a 
few weeks from his desk. No 
higher ranking, American offi­ 
cial has ever committed suicide 
in Washington. 
The same plunge automatical­ 
ly puts the author up to his eyes 
in a phase of quasi-erudition 
that is neither political science 
nor history. It is psychiatry. 
Until the psychiatrist’s come 
into closer agreement with one 
another, to eliminate more var­ 
iables from their testimony con­ 
cerning the same patient and 
the identical illness, there re­ 
mains some question as to how 
much the science of “couch- 
ology” can contribute either to 
history or to definitive biograph­ 
ical writing. 
Nevertheless, Dr. Rogow ac­ 
cepts the challenge; 
and in 
terms of his purpose, emerges 
from the task with far more 
than passing credit. He went 
“to the neighbors” to compen­ 
sate for the absence of the pa­ 
tient from the couch. He also 
went to the records. 


AS 
A 
POLITICAL SCIEN­ 
TIST, Dr. Rogow chose Forres­ 
tal as a case study of a dote- 


who had been kept in high of­ 
fice too long by 
sheltering 
friends, political colleagues and 
a vast and self-protective bu­ 
reaucracy. From this angle it 
is an absorbing story, be the 
psychoanalytics right or wrong. 
It merits study. From a nation­ 
al welfare standpoint, a solution 
is of primary importance to the 
nation. 
Arrival at a satisfactory for­ 
mula transcends the survival 
or death of the sick, but highly 
placed official. 
Similar studies could profit­ 
ably be made of Presidents 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Wood­ 
row Wilson. Their burdens were 
far in excess of their mental 
and physical capabilities some 
time prior to their final relief 
from momentous decisions. 
The author, however, is strict 
ly a diagnosis man. He ends the 
book without a solution to the 
problem other than pious hopes 
for more and accurate publicity. 
There is little comfort in his 
reiteration: 
“In choosing its heroes and 
leaders, in selecting those who 
will decide man's fate for all 
time, society is entitled to some­ 
thing more than a choice be­ 
tween the sick and the dead.”

yes. 
Man’s instincts toward vio­ 
lence are not restricted to in­ 
ternational warfare and revolts 
against governments.

Throughout the world as a 
whole, as much money is prob­ 
ably spent in the constant strug­ 
gle for internal law and order 
as is expended on armaments 
for external security.

and shortcomings, the United 
Nations has provided an inter­ 
national forum, a negotiations 
basis. There is a too little used 
World Court. 
We can truly say hopes for 
continued peace among the tra­ 
ditional, 
Great 
Powers 
are 
brighter than at any time since 
1945. 
But Zanzibar, Cyprus, the 
Congo, Tanganyika, P a n a m a , 
not to mention the bleeding sore 
of Viet Nam, are merely the 
most recent reminders 
that 
there is no peace. 
A chapter heading in Dr. Han­ 
nah Arendt’s “On Revolution” 
(Viking, $6.50) suggests that 
revolutions are a “pursuit of 
happiness.” It sounds like revo­ 
lution through violence is a nor­ 
mal way of life. 
She has a solution. But getting 
it out of the philosophical co­ 
coon and into a detailed blue­ 
print for practical politics and 
diplomacy is a feat seldom ac­ 
complished. 
For this we should not be criti­ 
cal. She reminds us that our rev­ 
olutionary forefathers failed to 
provide a technique for ending 
revolutions though theirs affect­ 
ed entire continents. 
She concedes the American 
and English two-party systems 
are reasonably successful de­ 
vices for living with revolution 
without violence. 
This is not a review of her 
book, but merely some thoughts 
stimulated from a hasty read­ 
ing of parts of it.

But it was altogether an im­ 
pressive and enlightening theat­ 
rical experience.

WASHINGTON (AP) - This 
week President Johnson passed 
his 75th day in the White House 
without any known calamities. 
That was the way it was with 
President Kennedy in his first 
75 days, too. 
But, then the roof fell in on 
Kennedy. On his 85th day he 
headed into a major mistake, 
and it was self-made. That was 
the day the disastrous Cuban in­ 
vasion got under way. And he 
had backed it. 
Nothing like it is in sight for 
Johnson although critical trou­ 
ble hit him earlier than Kenne­ 
dy: The Panama riots which, 
were none of his doing. 
COMPARE PICTURES 


This is a picture of the two 
men in their first 75 days and 
their problems: 
Both got wide public approval 
for the energy they put into 
their job. They had this and per­ 
haps only two other things in 
common. 
Where President Eisenhower 
had operated through his staff, 
like a chairman of the board, 
Kennedy and Johnson tackled 
their multiple problems directly 
and both backed liberal pro­ 
grams. 
Those three elements — hard 
work, direct attention to details, 
and a definite social and po­ 
litical viewpoint—may be con­ 
sidered essentials of the presi­ 
dency. But there is another vi­ 
tal one. judgment. 
NOT ALWAYS GOOD 
Kennedy’s 
judgment 
wasn’t 
always good but he had time to 
make up for his mistakes. He 
had almost three years in which 
to be weighed and measured 
through trial and error. At his 
death the country seemed to 
think he had balanced well. 
Johnson hasn’t goofed badly 
yet, at least sc far as can be 
seen. He’ll probably make mis­ 
takes, maybe beauts, being hu­ 
man. But, with less than nine 
months 
before 
election, 
he 
doesn’t have the time Kennedy 
did to make up for them. A cou­ 
ple of bad ones before Novem­ 
ber could ruin him. 
Since there were more than 
two months between Kennedy’s 
election and the day he took of­ 
fice, Kennedy had one big ad­ 
vantage over Johnson. He had 
more time to get ready, to pick 
his own people and prepare his 
programs. 
A GOING CONCERN 
The presidency just fell on 
Johnson. But this had its mer­ 
its. He inherited a going con­ 
cern. But, just because the men 
around him were already well 
known and had been appraised, 
it meant the nation put its en­ 
tire attention on him. 
This by itself would force him 
or anyone to extra effort since 
K meant everything he did, and 
how he did it, was being com­ 
pared with Kennedy. In some 
ways Johnson had an advantage 
over Kennedy, in some not. 
MOST TROUBLESOME 
This country’s most trouble­ 
some opponent. Premier Khrush­ 
chev. 
was 
both 
friendly 
and 
cantankerous 
with 
Kennedy, 
starting out. He has been mild 
Ami 
even 
almost self-effacing 
with Johnson. 
He had become more agree­ 
able in almost three years of 
dealing with Kennedy, particu­ 
larly after Kennedy forced him 
to take his missiles out of Cuba. 
Besides, Russian economic trou­ 
bles forced him to fuss more at 
home. 
Kennedy 
had

Some of them, like 
the Panama crisis, directly af­ 
fected this country: A coup in 
South Viet Nam and French 
President Charles de Gaulle's 
recognition of Red China. 
SAMI WRITERS 
These were in addition to the 
mutinies in Africa, the revolt in 
Zanzibar, civil war in Cyprus, 
and the old threat of war in 
Malaysia. 
Johnson stall lacks the grace 
and ease with which Kennedy 
started out. In the beginning, at 
least, 
the 
two 
presidents’ 
speeches had a very similar and 
very obvious literary flourish. 
They had pretty much the same 
men helping them. 
As time went on, Johnson's 
talks seemed less literary, more 
homely, perhaps not as sharply 
organized. 
In the long run this may be 
more effective than the self­ 
conscious literary quality of the 
Kennedy talks and for one good 
literary 
reason: 
Kennedy's 
speeches were so deliberately 
literary they were sometimes 
corny.

Searchers saw the four simul­ 
taneously from an airplane and 
through 
binoculars from 
the 
base. 
Newsmen at the base using a 
telescope, could see the figures 
of four men walking around 
close to the ice-covered hut. 
FOOD FOR 4 DAYS 
The mountain hut is only four 
miles, as the crow flies, from 
the base, but rangers said it 
was 14 miles by trail. 
It was about 7 a m. when the 
searchers reported seeing the 
student hikers at the hut. 
Rangers sent a request to 
Dow Air Force Base in Maine 
for a helicopter. 
The students had food for only 
four days when they started the 
hike. They had tents and sleep­ 
ing bags, and wore heavy cloth­ 
ing.

room.” 
Tsarapkin's speech to the 17- 
nation disarmament conference 
followed Foster’s offer to nego­ 
tiate immediately with Tsarap­ 
kin for the ban on the transfer 
of nuclear weapons. 
REJECTS IDEA 
At the end of the two-hour 
meeting, Tsarapkin told news­ 
men the negotiations proposed 
by Foster "are not excluded,” 
but he stressed that the West 
would first have to scrap its 
planned multinational nuclear 
force. The West has rejected 
the idea. 
The possible spread of nucle­ 
ar weapons and weapon tech­ 
nology 
"constitutes 
a 
grave 
threat to the security and peace 
of all nations, large and small,” 
Foster said. 
Foster’s statement today was 
an elaboration of one of the 
five major proposals President 
Johnson put before the confer­ 
ence when it resumed two 
weeks ago.

REDISTRICTING 
LAW IS GETTING 
TEST IN COURT 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Legal­ 
ity of Pennsylvania’s impending 
1964 elections was questioned 
today as hearings opened in 
Dauphin County Court on two 
suits challenging apportionment 
of state legislative districts. 
The Philadelphia Committee 
of Seventy, one of the plaintiffs, 
filed amendments to its suit 
asking the court to order that 
the April 28 primary and No­ 
vember general elections ‘‘be 
conducted and candidates be se­ 
lected in a manner not in viola­ 
tion of the Pennsylvania and 
U.S. Constitutions.” 
Previously, the plaintiff had 
asked only that the provisions 
of the state constitution relating 
to apportionment of Senate and 
House seats in the General As­ 
sembly be declared in violation 
of the U.S. Constitution. In turn, 
the committee would have all 
state reapportionment acts dai 
ing back to 1921 voided. 
TO DIODE ISSUES 
Judge James S. Bowman said 
the committee’s last-minute a1 
teration of its complaint would 
have little affect on the course 
of the hearings, over which he 
was named to preside. 
Since the State Supreme Court 
has retained final jurisdiction in 
the suits, it will be up to the 
high tribunal to decide all of 
the issues involved, including le­ 
gality of the elections, Bowman 
said. 
In accordance with the Su 
preme Court order, Bowman 
said he planned merely to take 
testimony in the two cases and 
forward his findings of fact to 
the high court. It, in turn, will 
rule on the questions of law. 
SIGNED INTO LAW 
Bowman said the two-year-old 
Philadelphia complaint also was 
altered to contest the latest re­ 
apportionment acts passed by 
the General Assembly. These 
acts were passed in December 
at a special session and signed 
into law Jan. 9 by Gov.

AIRLIFT YANKS

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — A 
one-day, emergency airlift of 
U.S. dependents from Cyprus 
ended Wednesday night after 
carrying 572 American women 
and children to nearby Beirut, 
Lebanon.

French Africa May Hold Key To U.N. Seat For Red China 
WIDOW GALM, 
WALKS ALONE 
TO HEARINGS 


By TOM HINSHAW 
Diplomatic recognition from 
France baa boosted Red China’s 
chances of gaining the seat in 
the United Nations that has 
been denied to her for the past 
14 years. 
But the prospects of admit­ 
tance in 1964 are far from cer­ 
tain. 
The key to the U.N. door for 
the Peking Communists may lie 
In the future policies of the IS 
former French colonies or trus­ 
teeships in sub-Sahara Africa. 
With the notable exceptions 
of Guinea and Mali, the one­ 
time French dependencies have 
clung fairly 
closely 
to 
the 
French line in foreign affairs 
since they gained independence 
in the last five years. 
REJECTED IN '43 
The last time tile question of 
Red China’s admittance came 
before the U.N., in October, 
1963, it was turned down by a 
margin of 57-41, with 12 absten­ 
tions and one absence. 
Former French Africa con­ 
tributed 12 of the 57 nays. 
Guinea and Mali, as they have 
since they cast their first votes 
in the U.N., voted for admit- 
tcane. Mauritania abstained. 
Should France reverse its vote 
and should its former African 
possessions follow suit, it would 
add 14 votes to the Communist 
total, making 55, and subtract 
13 from the Western column, 
making 44. 
Much then would depend on 
the votes of the abstainers in 
1963 and of the newcomers in 
the U.N., Kenya and Zanzibar, 
who are likely to vote with the 
Chinese. 
NIED TWO-THIRDS VOTE 
Right now It takes more than 
a simple majority to gain a seat 
In the General Assembly. A 
United States resolution passed 
in 1961 and aimed at Red China, 
requires a two-thirds majority. 
The catch is that it would take 
eely a simple majority, or one 
vote more than 50 per cent, to 
reverse the two-thirds rule. 
Rad China’s drive to obtain 
a U.N. seat has fluctuated wide 
]y since the issue first came to 
a vote in 1950. In that year it 
was tamed back, 33-16, with IO 
atztantions. It got 33 per cent 
of tho vote. 
For the next IO years, the 
United States fought successful 
ly to shelve the question at each 
General Assembly session. But, 
as new nations joined the U.N., 
the 
vote 
got 
progressively 
closer. 
From a low point of 15 per 
cent of the vote in 1152 during 
the Korean War, the Red Chi­ 
nese strength grew gradually 
until it hit 44 per cent in I960, 
the last year in which the issue 
was shelved. 
In the past three years, since 
the United States gave up its 
delaying tactics in favor of a 
headon clash with the issue, the 
Chinese have fallen back slight- 
br. They got 42 per cent of the 
YOU in 1963. 
Along the way, the Peking re­ 


gime of Mao Tze-tung and Chou 
En-lai have managed to alien 
ate some friendly votes. Israel, 
the 
Netherlands, 
Guatemala, 
Nigeria and Senegal have de­ 
serted their column. 
The first resolution of admit 
tance was introduced by India. 
Those of 1961 and 1962 worn 
filed by the Soviet Union. Last 
year’s 
resolution 
was intro­ 
duced by tiny Albania. 
While India and the Soviets 
voted in favor of admittance, 
their enthusiasm in debating 
the issue had cooled noticeably. 
Now, with France viewing the 
Red Chinese kindly, at least in 
diplomatic way, and former 
French Africa possibly follow­ 
ing suit, the United States may 
be in for one of its stiffest fights 
in the U.N. next fall

By BRANK CORMIER 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Johnson asked Congress 
Wednesday for laws to protect 
consumers against phony pack­ 
aging and disguised interest 
charges. And he suggested pos­ 
sible use of federal experts to 
help low-income families pre­ 
pare household budgets. 
Johnson, in a special mes­ 
sage mi consumer interests, en­ 
dorsed nine specific pieces of 
legislation 
including 
pending 
bills to ban deceptive packag­ 
ing and to require full disclo­ 
sure of interest rates on install­ 
ment purchases. 
NO CONSUMER VOICE 
“For far too long,” Johnson 
said, “the consumer has had 
too little voice and too little 
weight in government.” The 
President said that while labor, 
business, farmers and. profes­ 
sional groups have been well 
represented, the consumer “has 
had to take a back seat.” 
The most novel idea in the 
message — the use of trained 
government 
workers 
to 
help 
low-income families learn more 
about budgeting and how to 
“ get the most for their money— 
was not put forward in the form 
of legislation. 
Instead, Johnson said he was 
asking all federal agencies in­ 
terested in consumer education 
to explore fully the possibility 
of adapting the Agricultural 
Extension Service concept, “so 
successful in rural areas,” to 
cities and towns. 
PROMOTES EDUCATION 
The President also said the 
government would try to pro­ 
mote consumer education in the 
schools and encourage more 
young people “to seek instruc­ 
tion in the fundamentals of bud­ 
geting, buying and borrowing.” 
He said his committee on 
consumer interests soon will be­ 
gin a series of regional confer­ 
ences to explore “the problems 
of adequate consumer informa­ 
tion.” 
Johnson devoted most atten­ 
tion to truth-in-packaging pro­ 
posals. 
“I recommend legislation to 
insure that the consumer has 
access to the information neces 
sary to make a rational choice 
among competing p a c k a g e 
products,” he said.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - In 
the cold war era, a hot war is 
going on in most cities of Penn­ 
sylvania. It’s the people vs. the 
pigeons. Or is it the pigeons vs. 
tbs people? 
In 1961, the state legislature 
approved a Pigeon Control Act 
that permits any city to “pro­ 
vide for the destruction or MU­ 
HM of unowned pigeons . . . -by 
humane methods." 
HI ALTH ANGLES 
, Since then the war on pigeons 
has been stepped up, but two 
things coimplicate the problem: 
(1) A pair of pigeons can 
produce as many as eight off­ 
spring in a single season. 
(2) 
Well-meaning city-folks 
continue to feed them. (Experts 
say that since there is little nat­ 
ural food for pigeons in a city, 
the birds would soon leave if 
their food supply was cut off.) 
To most city folks, pigeons, 
with their messy ways—are just 
a downright nuisance, along 
with starlings and English spar- 


TWO DEATHS IN 'IS 
But city health departments 
throughout the state all agree 
there is an urgent need, for 
health reasons also, to reduce 
the pigeon population and the 
basard of infection from their 
droppings. 
Last year—after two deaths 
were reported in New York City 
as a result of infection carried 
by pigeon droppings—inspectors 
for the Philadelphia city health 
department collected samples of 
the droppings here to check for 
a fungus that causes a deadly 
farm of meningitis. 
Of SS samplings gathered, 23 
Were positive with this fungus— 
known as cryptococcal neofor- 
Hans organism. 
IOMI FMD BIRDS 
Although the threat of disease 
is minimal, according to Dr. 
Milton Warren, chief of the vet­ 
erinary section of city health, 
there is some danger, especially 
to the elderly. 
Unfortunately, everyone does 
not share the antipigeon philos­ 
ophy. Thousands of tons of bird­ 
seed are sold every year In 
Pennsylvania, and city pigeons 
get n sizable share. 
Some psychiatrists contend 
that feeding the pigeons is a 
sign of loneliness. Others feel 
the pigeon feeders think they 
are doing a service by taking 
care of their feathered friends. 
PROHIBIT FEEDING 
Whatever the reasons for 
handing out bird seed, many cit­ 
ies now recommend that people 
stop feeding the pigeons. 
Johnstown goes a step fur­ 
ther. It has an Ordinance, adopt­ 
ed in 1962, which prohibits the 
feeding of pigeons in public 
places, except at a central trap­ 
ping station in a downtown 
park. 
Scranton city officials have 
encouraged local citizens to trap 
pigeons on their own. Several 
persons have obtained traps and 
are turning the pigeons over to 
the Lackawanna County Hu­ 
mane Society for disposal. 
CITISS TAKE STEPS 
Greenville has adopted an or­ 
dinance which empowers the po­ 
lice chief and health officer 
thve to proceed with destruc­ 
tion of pigeons “flying at large" 


in the borough limits. 
The two are directed to de­ 
stroy the birds by “shooting, 
poisoning, or in any other hu­ 
mane manner." 
Pittsburgh has branded un­ 
owned pigeons a health menace. 
Hazleton has found that a spe­ 
cial paste spread on eaves and 
other protuberances on build­ 
ings has been one of the more 
effective methods of doing away 
with the pigeons. 
CLAIMS "SECRET' 
Harrisburg has some pigeons 
in the capitol complex, most of 
them residing in tile park. 
All of the capitol buildings are 
electrically wired, but pigeons 
and many more starlings con­ 
tinue to dirty the wide window 
ledges. Very little droppings are 
found on the sides of the build­ 
ings. 
Philadelphia's Tony D’Amato, 
67, appears to know how to get 
rid of the pigeons. He has re­ 
duced the IO to IS thousand pi­ 
geons that used to swarm about 
City Hall to a few strays. 
But Tony refuses to tell his 
secret. It is believed his plan 
consists 
in 
feeding 
pigeons 
something which either makes 
them ill or otherwise discourages 
them from s t a y i n g in their 
usual haunts. But pigeons con­ 
tinue to plague other parts of 
the city. 
EXTREME MEASURE 
For years pigeons were a 
great problem en Main Street in 
Towanda. 
They lived atop buildings in 
the three largest business Mocks 
in the city and were particularly 
annoying. The property owners 
tried everything, including paint­ 
ing the ledges with all sorts of 
goo." But the pigeons stayed 
on and multiplied. 
Then, last New Year's Day 
morning, a tragic fire levelled 
most of the three business 
Mocks. 
“We haven't been bothered 
with pigeons since," says Staley 
Clarke, editor of the Towanda

Cooke said Lembeck, wearing 
his state police uniform, struck 
Greeney on the back of the head 
and pulled him from his auto­ 
mobile in Sayre. Then, said 
Cooke, Lembeck forcibly took 
Greeney to the Waverly, N.Y., 


state police barracks where he 
“kicked and beat" bim up the 
stairs. 
COP WAS WITNESS 
The judge added that “ an 
even s t r o n g e r " basis for 
Greeney’s claim was the inac­ 
tivity of a trooper who wit­ 
nessed the beating. 
Cooke said trooper Elton Lin­ 
coln Gowan “heard sounds of 
scuffling 
and

ex­ 
clamations by Greeney, partic­

as

that 
Greeney did not know that a 
girl he had kissed goodnight the 
night before was trooper Lem­ 
beck’s girlfriend.” 
Cooke said. “The law is well 
.settled that the failure of a po­ 
lice officer to prevent injury to 
person or property is the basis 
for recovery."

55. and these three 
are the active candidates, all 
campaigning in the New Hamp­ 
shire primary: 
New York's Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, 55; Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine, oldest of 
the candidates at 66; and Har­ 
old E. Stassen, 56, now a Phila­ 
delphia lawyer, who made a big 
pitch for the nomination in 1948 
but lost. 
Coldwater, far to the right of

NIXON HOPI I NG 
Rockefeller, whose prospects 
dipped after his divorce and re­ 
marriage, is on the liberal side. 
He is critical not only of John­ 
son but of Coldwater, too, and 
for good measure he has taken 
a swipe at former Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon, who is 
one (rf the reticent four. 
Nixon, who shows plenty of 
signs of hoping for the nomina­ 
tion while steadfastly insisting 
he won't seek it, only recently 
said he would accept a draft.

Cooking Is Fun

lf you’re planning to bake a 
sake for someone you love who 
loves chocolate, then you might 
enjoy trying this spanking-new 
recipe. 
This chocolate cake roll may 
be made ahead and frozen. 
When you’re ready to serve it, 
and it’s definitely party fare, 
just take it out of the freezer 
and offer it pronto. No thawing 
necessary; it will slice perfect­ 
ly. If you haven’t a freezer, re­ 
frigerate the cake after adding 
the cream filling and frosting. 
How did this new recipe hap­ 
pen? We happened to complain 
to a home economist friend that 
so many chocolate rolls crack 
during the rolling process. She 
wagered she could get around 
thus hurdle. She did, and here’s 
her roll, with nary a break. 
CHOCOLATE 
VALENTINE ROLL 
I package (6 ounces) semisweet 
chocolate pieces (I cup) 
I teaspoon baking soda 
I cup eggs (5 large eggs) 
Va teaspoon salt 
Mi cup sugar 
3 tablespoons cold water 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
Vt cup sifted cake flour 
Confectioners’ sugar 
Cream filling and frosting 
Grease a 15 by IO by 1-inch 
jelly roll pan; line bottom with 
waxed paper. Melt chocolate 
over hot, not boiling water; re­ 
move from heat and stir in 
soda. Beat eggs with salt until 
they begin to thicken; gradually 
beat in sugar; continue beating 
if necessary until thick and 
lemon 
chlored. 
Beat in cold 
water and vanilla. Turn melted 
chocolate into mixing bowl over 
egg mixture. Sift flour over mix­ 
ture in 4 parts, folding in after 
each addition; 
then continue 
folding until chocolate is thor 
oughly blended. Turn into pre­ 
pared pan. Bake in moderate 
(375 degrees) oven 15 minutes, 
or until cake springs back when 
pressed lightly. Turn out im 
mediately onto clean dish towel 
heavily sprinkled with confec­ 
tioners’ sugar. Starting at short 
end. roll up cake along with 
towel. Place on wire rack to 
cool. 
CREAM PILLING 
AND FROSTING 
2 cups heavy cream 
vt cup sugar 
I teaspoon vanilla 
Va cup quick chocolate flavored 
mix 
Whip I cup of the cream un­ 
til almost stiff; gradually beat 
in sugar and vanilla. Carefully 
unroll cake and spread with 
sweetened whipped cream; roll 
up again. Whip remaining I cup 
cream until stiff; beat in V* 


cup of the chocolate flavored 
mix. Frost roll, reserve Va cup 
of mixture. Stir remaining Va 
cup chocolate flavored mix into 
reserved mixture; put in pastry 
tube. Make double-heart design 
on frosted roll. Refrigerate un­ 
til ready to serve. Roll may be 
frozen, and may be served un­ 
thawed. Makes 8 servings.
